STATEMENT BY AVERY D. POST, PRESIDENT 
OF THE UNITED CHURCH OF CHRIST....... 


on the Destruction of Korean Airlines 
Flight 007... 


The destruction of Korean Airlines Flight 
007 reveals what we have all known through 
our fears: that peace is fragile, that 

the climate across the globe is charac- 
terized by distrust rather than trust 

and that there is a desperate need for 

the nations of the world to learn to keep 
faith with one another. 


It is essential from a moral point of 
view that the full truth concerning the 
tragedy over the Sea of Japan be sought 
and told. The destruction of a commer- 
cial airplane by action of the Soviet 
Government must stand under world condem- 
nation. The USSR owes nothing less than 
a profound apology to the international 
community. 


As our hearts break over the loss of human 
life and our minds search for even a 
thread of rationality in the face of such 
a hideous event, it is absolutely crucial, 
again for moral reasons, that we not let 
this latest development subvert and pos- 
sibly destroy the all-too-modest gains in 
arms control negotiations or other efforts 
of trust-building between the nations. 
Such "linkage" has in the past been fatal 
to the ratification of SALT II and other 
peace making efforts. 


Faced with these new frustrations in peace 
making, the United Church of Christ will 
redouble its activities to build trust. 

We recommit ourselves to show that peace 
with justice is God's will for our time 
and to defeat such enemies of the peace 
process as the escalation of global mili- 
tarization, the development of and place- 
ment of new weapons by the super powers, 
the approval of the MX by Congress and the 
placement of Cruise and Pershing II missiles 
in Europe. 


The United Church of Christ expresses its 
deepest condolences to the families in our 
country and throughout the world who are 
grieving over the loss of their loved ones. 
At the same time, we call on all Christians, 
including Christians in the Soviet Union 
and across the globe, to urge the spirit 

of restraint upon their governments, so that 
such a tragedy can never happen again.
